With respect to claim 1, Applicant contends that Buchholz is silent conceming "placing the contents of the fragment packet descriptor in a 
packet descriptor". 

Examiner respectfully disagrees, Buchholz discloses data packet formation according to Figs. 2-5. Fig. 5 is a detail of the packet header 
420 of Fig. 4 which represents the control data portion of the transmission packet which is also a portion of the entire data packet 
combined with the fragment portion of the data packet. Examiner believes the queue control block of Fig. 2 which points to the read and 
write registers of packet descriptors and also the read and write blocks of buffer descriptors serve the same function as the packet 
descriptors of applicants claim and therefore believe that Buchholz anticipates the claim and thus rejected accordingly. 
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
